The head of the znake it flat, and is 


rery large, considering the *i/e of the 
fnake. It being only about four feet in 
length. It i«. however, thin, in 
com- 


parison with its length. The horn fflvcs 
it a most hideous and repulsive appear- 
acc-e. It is al»>ut a quarter of an inch 
In length and if divided. It is not poi- 
tocons, and merely serves the pori«we 
of giving the reptile a ferocious appear- 
ance. It resembles, to some extent, the 
head of the rhinoceros, the little eyes 
peerioj wickedly on ej>ch side of the 
nasal organs. 


In the same collection are a number 


of liiards, of large tize, but constdered 
harmless and kcv.rpionj of immense 
proportlcr-.s. The ~>tin£er~ of the tat- 
ter is ia the end of the tail, and when 
sn oppcrtonily i» offered Ihe scorpion 
»inks it laio its enemy with such force 
that it U withdrawn 
with diJTculty.

beirg as sharj) as needles. There are 
two of them, sometimes three, and 
there are always what are known as 
"tcpcrcumtrary"* ones, ready to take 
the place of any that are broken or re- 
moieO. 


The facgs of the Ubtrian viper, or 


"bitis gaboniea,™ thongh the snake is at 
least one-third rmalltr. are about as 
large as those of the giant rattlesnake- 
Kvec if there w ere r.o j>ohon glacds the 
fimplt bite would tear a man's hand ter- 
ribly. 


Another specimen which was lent to 


the museum by Ur. Abliott, the famous 
Philadelphia explorer, from Ir.Ha, is 
that of a tnake nearly II fftt in length. 
Its head i> nearly as large as that cf a 
baby. The reptile if regarded as a most 
curious specimen sr.d one of great in- 
terest in the reptile collection. 


These snakes constitute a very small 


portion of the collection; bet they are 
given special mention because they are 
»o specially hideous anil dangerous,as 
well a* repulsive. IScsidf s, it M ou!d r.ot 
be interesting to Describe thekir«!sof
